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Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art made of record fails to expUcitly disclose a process for manufacture an 
optical transmission element comprising the process steps of applying a filling compound, in a 
liquid state, intermittently to the optical waveguide wherein the optical waveguide is fed mto an 
extruder to form a slow element around the waveguide; thereby forming a plurality of dry, 
compressible elements that are disposed about the optical waveguide. 

Rowland's reference discloses applying the filling compound in the liquid state and after 
the curing process the Uquid filler becomes dry and compressible elements around the 
waveguide. However, Rowland's cable is formed by a loose tube process and not through an 
extruder. 

Polle discloses extruding the optical cable with filler compound, however, the filler 
compound is not appUed as a liquid state and cured to become dry and compressible filler. 
Furthermore, PoUe's filling process is partially fiUing the interstices of the cable rather than 
intermittently filling the interstices along the longitudinal direction of the cable. 

Examiner finds substantial differences in the two prior arts and finds no motivation to 
combine the two manufacturing processes that would result in applicant's claimed invention. 

Therefore, claims 2-6 are allowable by virtue of dependency on claim 1. However, the 
amendment to independent claim 7 modified the scope of the claim even though very similar 
allowable subject matter is claimed within claim 7. Due to the modification of the scope of the 
claim further search and reconsideration is required.
